rendred upon the Conditions in the incloled Articles, 
which I was willing to accept, having perfe& Informa- 
tion by ſome that eſcaped our of the Caſtle, that there 
was in it Provifion ſufficient for two moneths longer ; 
which now | finde to betrue : And if I ſhould have 
forced it, I muſt have hazarded many men, and made the 
place unſerviceable , which is of very great uſe to the 
Reducement of this Country , it being, che moſt con- 
venient place for a Garriſon in all-Norzh-Wales, as things 
now ſtands with us. * Yeſterday before the break of day, 
a pazty of the Enemy our of Dexbigh Caſtle, being 
| about ſix\ſcore, and thirty mounted fite-Jocks, fell upon 
Captain Richard'Price his Quarters, within two;miles gf 
this Town , | but he was vigilant, and his Scouts per- 
formed their duty fo we!l, thar 4-4 were drawn -_ =

ficld before they came upon them , which gave him 
oppertunity to avoid them, and convey the Alarum to'* 
this Town; And thereupon Colonel Carter with' a 
ſtanding Horſe-guard, which we are fain to keegynthe 
field conſtantly ro ſecure our Our: quarters, and Captain - 
Simkies with my own Troop, which was then upon the } 
Guard in this Town, drew our and fell between them and 
Denbizh, and within half. a mile of their Garriſon met 
with them, and charged them ſo gallantly , rhar they 
broke in upon them, killed ſeven of them (as is ſaid) upo 
the place; and in the purſuit, rook four Captains, one 
Lieutenant, two Cornets, divers Troopers, and about 
fourty Horfe , with the lofſe of one man of our fide; 
.The Siege ar Honlt hath of late been of great difficulty 
and hazard rothoſe few men I have there : For the draw« 
ing off of the Cheſhire Fire-locks from that Service, 
without any priviry , gave the Enemy an advantage to 
burn the Guard the Firelocks kept(which coſt che Coun- 
rrey much to fortifie) and above fourty dwelling Houſes 
:more inthe Town, and expoſed my men (who lay in 
open Quarters, and werefewer in number then the Ene- 
my within were) to their power, which neceſſitated m 
- men ro be upon continual dury. Upon-the firſt of Apri/ 
the Enemy allied out and fell upon Major Sadlers Quar- 
ters, reſolving ro put all my 'tyen m that Houſe to the 
"Sword , which they .had been like roeffe&, had nora 
Guard 'which, was placed in a Mount, ereRed by. y: 
"three dayes before relieved them. : In this ſtorm I loft 
: ve mien, and fourteen wounded ; of the Enemy there 

: were, killed. their Commander Captain Cottingham a. 
'Papiſt, a Lieurenanr, and rwo more, .. and many wound- 
-d: There harh been never a day fince, but they, ſallied | 
_ ok conſtantly twice or thrice a day, and as oNony
